Years before Livan Hernan- 
dez had the honor of pitch- 
ing the home opener in the 
capital of the nation that 
liberated him from Cuba, » 

theoriginal Washington Nationals had a pipeline 
to pre-communist Cuba and were stocked with 
players from there before it became popular to tap 
into Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic. 

Among the prominent Cubans were pitch- 
ers Pedro Ramos, Conrado Marrero and Camilo 
Pascual. 

In the early 1950s, owner Clark Griffith, through 
his chief scout Joe Cambria, discovered a new 


source of cheaptalent in Cuba. Though Griffith, 
like most AL owners, was slow to acknowledge 
the breaking of baseball’s color line, the Senators 
ledthe way in signing light-skinned Cubans, most 
notably Marrero, a pitching legend who was past 
his prime when hefinally gottothe big leagues. 

Marrero, whom Hernandez credits with teach- 
ing him acurveball, became a major-league rook- 
ie with Washington in 1950 atageSS. He celebrat- 
ed his 39th birthday four days after his debut. He 
recorded 39 wins and 40 losses in five seasons 
with Washington. 

Atage94, Marrero istheoldestCuban-born 
Washington player still living. 

Signed by Washington in 1953, Ramos led 
the AL in losses four straightyears, 1958-61. His 


American League record of allowing 43 home runs 
in a season stood for 40 years. In 1960 Ramos, and 
teammates Julio Becquerand Jose Valdivielso 
combined forthe only all -Cuban triple play in 
major league history. 

Pascual debuted forthe Nationals in 1954. By 
1959, he had emerged as one of the premier pitch- 
ers in the American League. That year he won 17 
games and posted a 2.64 ERA. He led the league 
in complete games with 17 and shutouts with 6. In 
1961, the re-named Senators moved to Minnesota 
and Camilo went 15-16 led the AL with 8 shutouts 
and221 strikeouts. Itwasthefirstofthree straight 
seasons leading the AL in that category. Pascual 
finished his career in 1971 with 174 wins, 2,167 
strikeouts and a3.63 ERA. bruce r. wells

Flat-brimmed Cordero is a 
perfect fit as the Nats’ closer 

THERE are two Chad Corderos. 

One is the unassuming kid with 
the big smile from Chino, Calif., who was a 
three -time all-Baseline League selection at 
Don Lugo High School and league MVP as 
a junior. And the big smile is BIG. You know 
the kind. One of those dazzling white, those - 
must-be -porcelain-veneers, toothpaste com- 
mercial kind of smiles. 

This Cordero is the one often described 
by those who know him as a well-mannered 
young man who comes from a great close-knit 
family. The one whose father worked nights 
so he could take Chad and his two younger 
brothers and sister to their ball games. 

“My dad would take me out to the ball field 
on Sundays to play catch,” Cordero said. “My 
grandpa would go with us. We would play games 



on Sundays with 
my whole family, 
all my cousins and 
aunts and stuff My 
grandpa would be 
out there pitching 
to all of us, it was 
great. They have 
played a huge role 
in my success.” 

This is the young man who, in his spare 
time, likes to download music or watch MTV 
while relaxing with a slice of pizza or some 
onion dip. He’s the one who still carries a note 
he received in high school from his grandfa- 
ther, who wrote: “Good luck. Do your best. 
Love, Grandpa.” To this day, Cordero — who 
has since had the note laminated — slips the 


message into the back pocket of his uniform 
pants before each game. 

CERTAINLY THIS CAN’T be the same 
Cordero who now goes to work in the eighth 
or ninth innings night after night as the 
Washington Nationals closer. The guy who 
goes by the moniker “Chief.” This can’t be the 


same guy of whom rookie Ryan Church said, 
“When he goes out on the mound, he hits the 
button and turns into a [expletive].” 

This can’t be the same guy! Or, can it? 

“Off the field. I’m real calm and noth- 
ing bothers me too much and I don’t get too 
riled up about anything,” Cordero explained, 
smiling. “When I’m on the field, something 
kinda snaps. I don’t know what it is, it’s like 
I become a different person out there.” 

The Cordero out there on the mound also 
has a distinctive look that matches his inten- 
sified on-field demeanor. His cap is yanked 
so far down that it folds over the tops of his 
ears. The brim’s so low that it touches his 
eyebrows. Oh, and another thing about that 
brim, it’s perfectly straight. 

“Most of the kids from the colleges back 
in southern California, that’s the way they 
wore their hat. I think it’s where I got that 
habit,” Cordero said. 

Straight brim or no straight brim, 
lucky note or not, something is working 
for Cordero who, going into Monday, was 
leading the majors with 21 saves. Not bad 
for a fast-ball pitcher who rarely gets the 
radar gun above 91 mph, or the kid who 
pitched only 19 games in Class A ball before 
getting called up the majors with Montreal 
last season. 

“I’ve been determined this year not to be 
afraid to throw the ball to the plate. Last year 
I struggled with walks a lot,” said Cordero. 
“I’m not trying to nibble anymore, I just pull 
down my hat and let it go.” bruce r. wells 


Toronto’s Tall 


Halladay returns to 
form — but can his 
shoulder hold up? 

FOR NOW, Canada’s finest isn’t 
even Canadian. 

With apologies to a host of hockey players 
on strike, Roy Halladay has stolen the sport- 
ing show this year north of the border. 

Now, if only he can stay out ofthe infirmary. 

The 6 -foot- 6 red-bearded righty has 
always had dynamite stuff. His work ethic 
and training regimen are equally impressive. 
His shoulder, however, became a cause for 
concern last season. 

Halladay devours innings like D.C. tour- 
ists snap up FBI t-shirts. 

He threw a career-high 266 frames on his 
way to winning 22 games in 2003 and claim- 
ing the American League Cy Young Award. 
That was on top of 239.1 innings pitched and 
19 wins in 2002. 


But just as he was becoming recognized 
as one of the game’s elite hurlers, the Blue 
Jays’ ace developed arm problems. 

Halladay visited the disabled list twice 
in 2004 with soreness in his right shoulder, 
missing a total of two and a half months. 
Instead of defending his title as the AL’s 
top pitcher, he spent his late summer days 
rebuilding his shoulder strength so he could 
throw effectively off a mound again. 

CONSIDERING LAST YEAR’S ACHES, 

and the four-year, $42 million contract 
they gave him before last season, it would 
have made sense for the Blue Jays to keep 
Halladay ’s innings low to start off 2005. But 
that’s not his style. 

The righty threw a complete game April 14 
at Texas. Then he threw a shut out at Yankee 
Stadium April 29. May brought another pair 
of nine -inning efforts, including a shutout 
against Minnesota. 

Halladay ’s five-hitter against St. Louis 
on June 13 gave him a major league -best five 



complete games. 

While he doesn’t project to pitch in this 
series, the Nationals already had one up- 
close look at the Jays’ workhorse. Halladay 
threw seven innings of shutout ball May 21 in 
Toronto’s 7-0 home win over Washington. 

But Halladay didn’t get out of that start 
unscathed. Blue Jays Manager John Gibbons 
decided to hold the righty out of his start after 
Halladay strained his left oblique muscle. 

The decision wasn’t necessarily what 
Halladay wanted to hear, but it was certainly 
easier for him to accept after 2004, where he 
tried to come back from shoulder problems 
too early and was forced to watch the Blue 
Jays’ stretch run from the dugout. 

“I know it’s a different body part, but I 
can see the team taking precautions after 
last year,” Halladay told the Toronto Sun. “I 
still had doubts when I came back [in 2004] . 
I’m impatient.” 

But in this case, his patience paid off. 
Halladay returned to the rotation May 29 
and threw a complete game four-hitter as 
the Jays bested the Twins 4-0. 

“It really shouldn’t surprise anybody,” 
Gibbons told MLB.com. “Everybody’s seen 
him do it long enough. He’s capable of doing 
that every time he goes out.” eric brandner 
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(§en^) Singing the Blues on Offense 


SIMPLY PUT, there’s nothing impressive about 
Toronto’s offense. 

The Blue Jays wereshutoutthree times intheir 
first 14 games this month and scored morethanfive 
runs only twice in thatspan. They ranked 11th in the 
American League in team batting average, eighth 
in homerunsand ninth in runs scored as of June 17. 

But don’t be fooled intothinkingthose unim- 
pressive numbers will translate into a leisure- 
ly weekend sweepforthe Nationals. Because if 
there’s one park in the Majors where you can win 
without an explosive offense, it’s RFK Stadium. 

The Nationals’ one distinct homefield advan- 
tage is RFK’s seemingly endless terrain. It’sthe 
anti-Coors Field. Opponents find it almost impos- 
sibleto hita ball outto centerand several sluggers 


have seen deep drives down the lines die atthe 
warning track. 

The Blue Jays homeredfourtimes while tak- 
ing two of three games from the Nationals at Rogers 
Centre in May, buttheir56 homers in 66 games 
doesn’t exactly qualify them as a power-hitting club. 

In fact, the Toronto’s lineup may be harder to 
tame in RFK because most of their hitters aren’t 
even thinking aboutthe longball. 

While it’s doubtful sluggers Vernon Wells (who 
hit two homers againsttheNatson May 20) and 
Shea Hillenbrand will changetheir plateapproach 
this weekend, the Blue Jays are loaded with middle 
infielders and gap hitters who don’tfigureto make 
any Ruthian gestures toward the clock in right center. 

Couplethatwith their above average pitching 


(Toronto entered last weekend sixth in the AL with 
a4.08 staff earned run average) and slickfielding 
(.985 fielding percentage), and the Nationals could 
haveatough series. 

TAKING SEVERAL FOR THE TEAM : The Blue 
Jays led the majors with 34 batters hit by pitches 
through June 17. That included 11 for Hillenbrand 
(tops in both leagues) and ninefor outfielder Reed 
Johnson, who setateam record April 16, when he 
was plunked three times in an 8-0 win at Texas. 

TROUBLE NAILING IT DOWN : Toronto’s bullpen 
hasn’t been the best at keeping the lead in the late 
innings.

“Ifthey needed a starter at Triple-A tomor- 
row, he’d betheoneto go,” said Rich Tomlin. 

Rundles was a 1999 draft pick out of high 
school in Jefferson City, Tennessee (by the 
Red Sox). He was sentto the Expos atthetrad- 
ing deadline in 2001 with pitcher Tomo Ohka for 
pitcher Ugueth Urbina. Atthetimeofthetrade he 
was having his bestyear inthe pros, posting a7- 


6 record with a 2.43 ERA. 

Last year he started 20 games at Harrisburg, 
posting a 3-6 record with a 3.42 ERA. He was dis- 
tracted with rib pain all season, which as dis- 
appeared this year. As of June9, he had a5-3 
record, the best among Harrisburg starters. 

‘‘Last year with pain my fastball was between 
83-84 mph,” said Rundles. ‘‘Thisyearthe key to 
my success has been my arm strength.

Nats Ride Win Streak to First Place 


If only the current group of Nationals can 
replicate the 1924 version, which went 
on the win the city’s only World Series. 

Washington didn’t exactly beat up 
on slouches either, as theteamtookover 
sole possession offirst place forthefirst 
timeallseason-andfirsttimeinthe24- 
year history of the American League- 
after dispensing of the Yankees 4-3 in 
lOinningson June24. 

The win, highlighted by Roger 
Peckinpaugh’s inside-the-park 
home run, wasthethird straight over 
the Yanks. 


The four-game sweep came the 
next day, as starting pitcher Firpo 
Marberry overcame Babe Ruth’s 18th 
homer in a3-2 victory. 

Later in the day, some 8,000 fans 
greeted the Nats - who became the 
Senators 30 years later - at Union 
Station after their return from New 
York. Confidence was brewing at Union 
Station, where manager Bucky Harris 
told The Washington Post’s Shirley 
Povich, “We’re happy and we’re tough 
to beat ... We had the breaks, but we 
made ’em. There was no stopping us 


once we were in reach of the top.’’ 

Nine wasn’tenoughforthe Nats, at 
least when itcameto wins. Led by Walter 
Johnson’s shutout, Washington topped 
the Philadelphia A’s5-0 in thefirst game 
of adoubleheaderon June26. Itwasthe 
team’s 10th straight win and the 10th win 
of theyearfor “The Big Train.’’ 

But at last, the Nationals were 
beaten in the day’s second game, in 
which Ed Rommel threwatwo-hitterfor

Nats Earn

What are the 32,000 fans 
at RFK Stadium doing with them- 
selves every night? 


Evidently, they’re not voting for 
the Nationals to go the All-Star 
Game. 

Through the middle of June, 
none of the first-place Nats are 
cracking the top 10 at any posi- 
tion in the balloting. 

Let me say that again. None of 
the first-place Nats are cracking 
the top 10 at any position in the 
balloting. 

Where are Washington’s fans? 

Surely Nick Johnson andhis .323 
average with eight home runs and 
39 RBI deserve a few votes. True 
fans will know his value extends 
far beyond those stats. Thanks to 
his great eye, Johnson had reached 
base 45 percent of the time and in 
all but two games as of mid- June. 
That’s incredible. 

Jose Guillen is also worthy of 
plenty of All-Star votes. One of the 
team’s leaders, the sometimes vola- 
tile outfielder has 11 homers and 35 
RBI. Plus, he deserves major kudos 
for telling Angels manager Mike 
Scioscia to “go to hell” after the 
pine tar incident in Anaheim. 

It’s understandable that the rest 
of the baseball world doesn’t know 
that Johnson and Guillen should at 
least be in consideration. Heck, the 
rest of the country is still learning 
that baseball’s back in D.C. 

But it’s unthinkable that a 
team with such great attendance 
is doing so poorly in a contest con- 
trolled by fan voting.

The situation points out that 
D.C. is still inexperienced when 
it comes to cheering for a team.

Another problem is that All-Star 
pitchers are not chosen by fans at 
all, but by the All-Star managers. 
And two of the most deserving 
Washington players are starter 
Livan Hernandez (9-2, 3.43 ERA), 
and closer Chad Cordero, who’s now 
leading the league with 21 saves. 
Hopefully, they won’t be forgotten, 
as the position players have been. 

But there’s still time to correct 
that injustice. An all-out effort to 
stuff the ballot box may not land 
either Johnson or Guillen on the 
team, but a nice turnout in the end
